THE CAPITAL PRACTICALLY IN A STATE 
OF SIEGE

Refugees Arrived at Montevideo—

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Nov. 18.—The offi- 
cers sent by the Dictator to take the places of 
those who have cast their fortunes with the 
Insurgents have arrived at this city and pro- 
pose to proceed at once to their destination. 
They assert that several men-of-war are now 
on their way to Rio Grande and that others 
are being made ready to follow. 

Refugees from Rio de Janeiro who have 
reached Montevideo express the opinion that 
Fonseca will not be able long to maintain 
himself. His causeis lost, they say. Only 
the fearof mob violence, in their opinion, 
now restrainsthe discontented opposition at 
the Brazilian capital from active steps 
against Fonseca. 

The capital is now practically ina state of 
siege. According tothe reports brought by 
the refugees arrived to-day, there is a reign 
of terror in Rio de Janeiro. The city is in the 
hands of the soldiers, who seem to care 
littl under whose bannerthey serve. Mur- 
ders are of nightly occurrence in the streets, 
and robberies are frequent. 

They say thatthe moment Fonseca leaves 
the capital at the head of his army, which he 
is expected to do and take the fleld in person, 
the city will be in the hands ofa mob. Busi- 
ness is paralyzed. The press is muzzied and 
dire forebodings fillthe minds of the people. 

The mouth of the Rio Grande, the principal 
river of the State of Rio Grande do Sul, has 
been obstructed by sinking two ships in the 
channel. At the same time the buoys mark- 
ing the entrance to the river and the regular 
channel have been removed; more than this 
the river is protected by heavy modern artil- 
lery placed in commanding positions.

MUNITIONS OF WAR. 


BRAZILIAN AGENTS TRYING TO BUY IN LONDON 
AND NEW YORK. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—It is said that both par- 
ties in Brazil have agents in New York and 
London who are commissioned to obtain war 
material for the Dictator and for the Junta of 
the blossoming republic of the south (Repub- 
lica do sul). The only question at issue in 
regard to these proposed purchases seems to 
be the important one of payment. British 
merchants here have declined to execute or- 
ders for ‘‘machinery and other apparatus for 
the development of Brazilian industries’’ 
on the ground that they fear a 
further fall in the rate of ex- 
change.

HOW THE NEWS COMES. 


ROUNDABOUT WAY OF GETTING INTELLIGENCE 
FROM BRAZILIAN CITIES. 

New York, Nov. 18.—Much interest is taken 
here by merchantsin the affairs of Brazil, 
but it is almost impossible to get retiable 
news from Rio Janeiro. Cable communica- 
tion to Brazil is effected in a very roundabout 
way. The route lies from New York to Ea- 
giand, thence to Lisbon. The next link in the 
chain is St. Vincent, in the Canary Islands. 


From there the deep-sea cable runs across to 
Pernambuco, and so on down and up to the 
Brazilian cities on the Atlantic coast. 

There is alsoa line from Montevideo to 
Buenos Ayres. Thence it goes across the 
Andes to Valparaiso, Chili, whence the con- 
nection with New York is by the well-known 
route to Panama and overland across Central 
America to Galveston, and so on. 

But for this line the people of the United 
States would not have learned as quickly as 
they did of the trouble in Rio Grande do Sul, 
for the censorship of the cabie established by 
Da Fonseca frem the start would have barred 
out all such telegrams. The revolution in 
Rio Grande do Sul, however, having been 
successful, added tothe fact that it is the

GERMAN POLITICS. 


Hide and Seek Between Emperor 
William and Prince Bismarck. 


IMPORTANT MATTERS THAT WILL COME 
BEFORE THE REICHSTAG. 


The Ex-Chancellor Waiting Behind His 
Masked Batteries to Take Advantage 
of Every Opening—His Son, Prince 
Herbert, in England Gathering Data on 
the Labor Question, 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The present sitting of the 
Reichstag will be one of unusual interest, as 
it will deal with questions of momentous im- 
port to United Germany and to the whole of 
Europe. The declination of Bismarck 
to enter actively into the p ings of the 
law-making body has not simplified matters 
for the Kaiser, as might be supposed, as it 
lea ves to conjecture what position the ex- 
Chancellor will take on measures pro- 
posed by the Government, and leaves 
him at liberty to espouse what 
may develop into the popular 
side. Thereisa shrewed suspicion that he 
will not be slow to use this advantage when 
the time arrives. At present his hide-and- 
seek policy is giving the monarch and his 
advisers more anxiety than would his out- 
spoken support ofan attack upon leading 
propositions. 

Count Herbert Bismarck attended the ses- 
sion of the London Royal Labor Commission 
to-day. He listened attentively to the Dill 
and other operatives who gave evidence re- 
garding their grievances. The Count took 
copious notes of testimony and recommen- 
dations of the witnesses for the relief of their 
burdens. It is generally believed that the 
Count’s attendance at the hearing of the 
commission to-day was for the purpose of 
furnishing his father, Prince Bismarck, with 
material on the labor question to be used by 
the ex-Chancellor when the German labor 
difficulties come up in the Reichstag. 

Meantime the Emperor is striving to fo rti- 
ty bimself in the good opinion of all parties. 
He salutes the Socialists with one hand, 
while he pats the Clericals with the ot her. 
That he has made some progress in winning 
friends is not to be denied, and 
when the struggle comes, as come it must, 
between William and his former premier the 
chances of success will be evenly balanced. 

An interesting feature ofthe Reichstag isa 
new party known asthe Colonial party. The 
members belong to and vote with their 
respective parties on all other subjects, but 
in relation to the interests of the colonies 
they act asa unit. 

Among the moral evils which the Kaiser has 
undertaken to cure is that of usury. The 
Kaiser blames usury for much of the misery 
among his subjects. He believes that the 
present usury law, passed in 1880, is inade- 
quate to deal with the evil and he proposes 
to have a brand new one that will make 
usurers unhappy, and protect the poor and 
needy borrowers of small sums of money. 

The proposition of the Government to ex- 
tend the system of invalid and accident in- 
surance to prisongand reformatories meets 
with considerable opposition on the ground 
that there would be a temptation to prison- 
ers to incur injuries in order to profit there- 
by. At present German prisons ard compar- 
atively free from serious accidents, but there 
is fear that with an inducement for acci- 
dents to happen there would be a change. 

THE RECENT FAILURES. 

‘The upper classes of Potsdam have lost 
over 3,000,000 marks by the failure of Hirsch- 
feld & Wolff. The late Gen. Von Groben’s 
widow lost 180,000 marks. The Sommerfelds’ 
victims are even more numerous than those 
of Hirschfeld & Wolff. The rich saloon- 
keeper, Hilsle-Bew, who committed suicide, 
lost 1,200.00) marks. Duke Ernest Gonthier 
of Schleswig- Holstein, brother - in- law to the 
Emperor William, lost a large sum as treas- 
urer of the recent fete. i 

The house of Levy & Co., which failed for 
300,000 marks, has no assets, and Levy has 
been arrested. 

The report of the Maas failure on Friday 
was supplemented by a dispatch from Dort- 
mund, in Westphalia, saying that the banker 
Herbnecht, of that place, absconded after 
having forged bills of exchange for 100,000 
marks. His book-keeper, Hertig, shot and 
killed himself in consequence of the failure. 

The deficiency in the accounts of the Char- 
lottenburg banker, Maas, is estimated at 
600,000 marks. Maas was a strong conserva- 
tive churchman, and many ministers and 
officials were among his depositors. A large 
sum collected for the building of a votive 
chapel to Emperor William I. and 10,00 
marks belonging to the Charlottenburg 
Orphan Asylum are among the losses. In 
order to avoid arrest Maas drove to the Cen- 
tral Police Station in hisown carriage and 
gave himself up. 

With the exception of a heavy fall in ruble 
notes quietness now reigns in monetary 
circles. 

Friedmann, a partnerinthe firm of Fried- 
man & Sommerfeld, has returned to Berlin 
from the South, where he has been several 
months for the benefit of his health. 

THE RECEPTION TO THE SIAMESE PRINCE. 

The Emperor gave a remarkably cordial 
welcome to Prince Damrong at Potsdam. He 
was surrounded by the officers of his stat, 
and had the Minister of Foreign Affairs by his 
side. This brilliant reception caused much 
comment, as being far in excess of anything 
called for by the rank and station of Prince 
Damrong. It is believed that the Emperor 
destred to make the meeting specially im- 
pressive on account of German commercial 
interests in Siam, where there is great com- 
mercial rivalry between England and Ger- 
many, and the Germans are seeking a number 
of concessions for railways and mines.

VIENNA, Nov. 18.—A strong feeling of in- 
subordination is developing among the Hun- 
garian clergy against the new Primate of 
Hungary, Dr. Clauso Vascary. The new 
Primate differs in every respect 
from his predecessor. Cardinal simor 
was worth millions and lived 
in a style befitting his station. The succes- 
sor of Cardinal Simor speaks of himself as 
being as poor as a church mouse, having 
brought nothing with him from the convent 
from which he was promoted to the Arch- 
Episcopal palace. It is believed that the 
Primate will be made a Cardinal in the 
spring. It is remembered that the late Car- 
dinal Simor began life as a poor boy.

GRAIN BLOCKADE. 


No Cars Avaliable to Move the North- 
western Wheat Crop. 

Hrrox, 8. D., Rect. 1&~—The South Dakota 
Ratlroad Commissioners were in session here 
last night devising means to relieve the grain 
blockade that has been increasing in magni- 
tude forthe last two weeks. The storm of 
Wednesday and Sunday delayed threshing, 
and farmers have taken advantage of the 
opportunity to haul their grain to market, so 
all the storage room has beenexbausted. H. 
J. Rice, Chairman of the board, has just re- 


turned from a trip over the various railroad 
Hues and reports that at many points 
elevators, warehouses, barns, empty 
bulidings, sheds, etc., are filled 
with wheat and no cars to haulitaway. In 
many instances buyers have been compelled 
to quit buying for want of storage facilities. 
Farmers have hauled their wheat for miles to 
market only to be disappointed in making 
sales, and were obliged to haul it back home. 
Hundreds of thousands of bushels of wheat 
are piled in heaps or sacked in open fleids, 
and not more than one-half of the crop is yet 
threshed. Wheat receipts at Duluth, Minne- 
apolis and st. Paul from South Dakota 
alone up to this date far exceed 
the entire shipments of last ear 
and the crop can scarcely be said to have 
commenced moving. Ide daily demand for 
cars exceeds the supply by from 1,500 to 1,800, 
itis said. The commission says the railroad 
companies are doing yi amar J possible to 
lift the blockade, but it is simply impossible 
to make any inroads upon it as farmers are 
rushing their grain into market with all pos- 
sible speed. The like was never before known 
here and the commission was at a loss to 
know what to dotorelieve the present con- 
dition of affairs and prevent its becoming 
worse. Lumber with which to build tem- 
porary warehouses cannot be hadat many 
points or buildings for storage would be 
erected. 

The delay of threshing, caused by pro- 
tracted rains in the latter part of September 
and during October in Northern Minnesota 
and North Dakota, has made it impossible to 
give accurate figures of the wheat yield in 
those States. Roughly estimated the total is 
placed at 150,000,000. a 

In Minnesota the wheat acreage in 1890 was 
2,078,787, yielding 40,298,142 bushels of grain; 
but this year the acreage is 2,259,983, which, 
at twenty bushels per acre, a fair average tor

The Worst Fire in St. Paul’s History 
Occurred This Morning.

TWO EXTENSIVE WHOLESALE HOUSES 
TOTALLY DESTROYED. 


Desperate Struggle of the Firemen—Two 
Narrow Escapes From Instant Death 
by Falling Walls—The Losses Said to 
Be Covered by Insurance—Incidents of 
the Disaster—Fires Elsewhere. 


ST. Pavt, Minn., Nov. 18.—St. Paul last 
night suffered one of the most disastrous fires 
in its history, the buildings damaged being 
those of Griggs, Cooper & Co., wholesale 
groceries, and Farwell, Ozmun, Kirk & Co., 
The total loss is esti- 
mated at from $900,000 to $1,000,000. The 
losses are covered by insurance. The build - 
ing occupied by the two firms is a brick and 
stone structure five stories in height and has 
a frontage on Third street of 800 feetand on 
Broadway of 200 feet. Griggs, Cooper & Co, 
occupy two-thirds of the building. 
flames first made their appearance at 11:44 in 
the fourth floor of Griggs, Cooper & Co.’s 
Within less than five minutes the 
fire department was on hand in force, but a 
general alarm had to be turned in soon after- 


whoiesale hardware. 


The fire was inthe upper stories. 
Cooper & Co.’s store is divided in halves by a 
wall running from Third street to the rear, 
and from Farwell, Ozmun, 
partition wall. The firemen could, therefore, 
reach the fames from only three sides, being 
cut off on the east by the fire wall. However, 
they mounted the ladders bravely and faced 
the flames, which were almost licking their 
faces, and sent the streams horizontally 
through the windows, thus to reach the cen- 
ter and east sides ofthe floors.

LOST AT SEA. 


Only Four Survivors of a Crew of Thir- 
teen—Minor Mishaps. 


Loxpox, Nov. 18.—News has been received 
here that the British bark Kate Sancton, 
Capt. Evans, which Sailed from Shields, Nov. 
4, for Pensacola, was abandoned in a sinking 
condition in the North Sea on the lith inst. 
The vessel encountered terrific gales while 
proceeding on her voyage, and was badly 
damaged by both the wind and the sea. Her 
sails were torn into shreds, her yards and 
masts went by the board and everything 
movable about the decks was washed away. 
The bark was strained so much in the raging 
sea that she soon commenced to make water 
fast, and although the crew worked with des- 
perate energy at the pumps,they were finally 
compelled to give upthe hopeless task and 
take to the boats. hemen hada terrible 
experience and nine of them died from the 
effects of their long and exhausting exposure 
to the elements.

They were in a pitabie condition, 
but were wel) cared for by their rescuers, 
who brought them to Gravesend, where they 
landed and told the story of their sufferings. 


A MARTYR HERO. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 18.—Napoleon de 
Montague, a miner, was killed yesterday in 
the Lance Colliery, at Plymouth, while en- 
deavoring to save his fellow workmen from a 
terrible death. He had fired a shot and run 


behind a pillar. When it exploded the fash 
set fire to some gas near the roof of a cham- 
ber communicating with the main gangway. 
Realizing that the fire might spread in a 
moment through the whole mine, de Mon- 
tague tore off his coatand smothered the 
flame. Just as the fire was extinguished the 
roof ofthe chamber loosened by the blast, 
fell upon him.

FRANCE IN TU RHHOIL 


Her Army of Striking Miners Receiving 


Large Accessions. 


THE SOCIALIST PROPAGANDA WORKING 
AMONG THE DISCONTENTED, 


Belgium Strengthening Her Defenses on 
the French Frontier — Approaching 
Trial of Archbishop Gouth-Solard~ 
News—Foreign Briets. 


Panis, Nov. 18.—Dispatches received here 
to-day from various places in the Depart- 
ment of Pas de Calais show that the striking 
coal miners are gaining many accessions to 
their ranks. The strikers now number 
3,00 and no doubt is entertained 
that im a very short time a majority 
of the men still remaining at work 
will quit and join the great body of strikers. 
The authorities are taking every precaution 
to guard against disorders and, though in 
some places the miners display a very bitter 
feeling, there has as yet been no serious dis- 
turbance of the peace. Only a trivial out. 
break has hereand there occurred, and they 
have speedily been suppressed. 

As in all labor troubles in France, there ig 
Ganger that the Socialistic element may in- 
incite rioting, and as a matter of fact, prom- 
inent Socialists are at work among the discon- 
tented and striking miners, spreading their 
tenets. They are closely watched, however, 
and upon the least indication of a general 
resistance tothe law they will speedily be 
lodged in jail. To prevent the patrols 
appointed by the strikers from 
approaching the pitsin their endeavors to 
induce the workers to quit, and also to guard 
against an attack either against the men 
working or upon the property of the mine 
owners, strong detachments of cavalry and 
infantry have been stationed about the 
various pits. The presence of the troops, 
it is belleved, will have the 
effect of Keeping the strikers, as a body, from 
making a riotous demonstration. This is the 
third day of the strike and both the miners 
and their employers are confident of victory, 
No hint of concession is made by either side, 
and from present indications the struggise 
will be a long and bitter one. 


PRINCE GEORGE RECOVERING. 


ANXIETY RECALLS HIS ROTAL MOTHER—BRITIS 
NEWS NOTES. 

Lorpor, Nov. 18.—Prince George, second 
son of the Prince of Wales, whois suffering 
from an attack of enteric fever at the Marl 
boro House, continues to make satisfactory 
progress. The Princess of Wales has not been 
in England for several weeks, she having 
gone on a visit to her father, the King of Den- 
mark, at Fredensborg. subsequently she ac- 
companied the Czar and Czarma to Lavidia, 
in the Crimea, when she took part tn the cele- 
bration of their majesties silver wedding. She 
has, of course, been notified several times 
daily as to the condition of her son, and 
though the telegrams sent to her have all 
stated that Prince George was in no serious 
danger, she has become so anxious regarding 
him that she has cut short her visitin Russia 
and started for home.

CHILDREN’S NICKELS. 


The Posr-DisrArck feels that a word or 
two on the subject of charity collections in 
the schools should go with the Forum““ 
letter suggesting a contribution of 5 cents 
by each public school pupil to aid in re- 
building the Children’s Hospital. 
Touching the pity of children and incul- 
cating lessons of practical charity is 
proper school work, but it is fre- 
quently done in an improper way. When 
the pupils are asked to bring a nickel each 
and openly contribute it to some charitable 
purpose, those who cannot get it are hu- 
miliated most uncharitably, and to save 
her children from this humiliation many a 
poor mother has to part with nickels she 
can ill spare. 

The charity that ‘‘vaunteth not itself 
and is not puffed up,’’ the charity that 
instinctively spares the feelings of others, 
is the charity that should be inculcated 
and practiced in the schools, and no col- 
lection of nickels should be permitted 
there unless made in such a way that no 
one can know whether another has con- 
tributed or not. There is a spice of extor- 
tion in any other method, and every nickel 
obtained by any sort of pressure from a child 
who would rather spend it for peanuts is a 
tribute to hypocrisy rather than to 
charity. ? 


A COMMITTEE of Milwaukee aldermen 
sent to examine electric light plants in 
Chicago have done a thing which may well 
astonish and puzzle the members of ‘‘de 
push’’in St. Louis.
